But cheir being recover’d very much, does 
not atall fignifie that they muft beJnvincible 
now any more than before ; there isa great 
deal of difference, between their now be- 
ing able to Rand, and their former ovcrrun- 
ing all Europes there is a great difference, 
between their being not able to look us in 
the Face, and our not being able to look 
them in the Face; and therefore we have no 
Reafon tobe Difpirited and out of Heart. 

I muft confefs, the Jmperta} Affairs give 
a great fhock in chis-Matter, not from the 
Power of the French there, for J-do not find, 
shat even the beft of their Army bas amounted 
sbere to above 35000Men,but from the weak- 
nefs of the Germans, and that weaknefs not 
fo much from real weaknels of Powes,as from 


‘Indeed I am fometimes tempted to ace 
quic(ce very, much in the Ravages the French 
héve made all along inthe Empire; but this 
Particular. reproves me in that Cafe, viz. 
That reaily the Deftruétion does not fail 
where the occafton is given the Duke of 
Wirtemburgh, and the Princes of Baden, the 
EleGtor Paletine, aad the Susbian Circle fuf- 
fer the Ravages ; but ’tis not thefe, who 
bave by their delay’d Supplies, and unfur- 
nifh’d Quotas retarded the Service, and lefe 
the Empire naked— But the Diftafter falls 
in one place, and the Crime that occafions 
it falls in another s fo that thefe are punifh’d, 
and are Sufferers forthe Errors of their 
Friends, ahard Chapter indeed it is, and 
how to Remedy it I cannot imagine ; they 
really want a French Army among them e- 
very Year, to rouze uptheir Diligence, and 
fet ches to Work to fave themfelves 3 and 
thus it always was with them, that till they: 
found the French in their very Bowels they 
would never Aét Vigoroufly, no, not in their 
own Defence 3 and thusat the firft of the 
Year the French generally did their Bufinefs, 
cut chem out Work for the whole Summer, 
and then lying ftill, would all the Seafon af- 
ter a€t ypon the Defenfive. 

O could thefe Peaple be ruin’d but alone, 
could they only feel the Confequences of 
their intolerable Sloth, their unfettled, un- 
cencerted Meafures, could the Thunder of 
this Cloud break upon their own Heads a . 
lone, and the whole Confederacy not be. at’ 
all affeéted’ with it, or weaken’d by it, I 
know no Bye would in the leaft pity them, 
or be concern’d for them. : 

But’tisa common Caufe, and it cannot 
be weaken’d in one Part, byt it muft be 
maim’d in another 3and therefore opr Com- 
plaints of the backwardnefs and unfaithful- 
nefs of the German Allies is moft juft, aoe 
they ought to regard it ; but ftill they mu 
not be left ¢o be overrun, becanfe we are Em- 
‘bark’d in che fame Cavfe, and the Advantage 
the Enemy has over them, is in Effe& an Ad- 
vantage over Us.
